- Exeunt, Occafional Bills, Dangerous Experi- 
ments, Memorials, &c 

You have feen the Violent Ungovernable 
Enemies, of this Publick Tranquility in ge- 
neral Difcourag’d, Difcountenanc’d, Dif- 
plac’d ; and Her Majefty has Declar’d, in 
her late moft Gracious Speech to the Nati- 
on, for fuch I cal Speeches in Parliament, 
that chofe fthall parcake of her Royal Fa- 
vour, who are moft forward in this Healing 
Work of PEACE. 

Again, Gentlemen, you have the Ho- 
nour, to bave Her Majefty Declare, that 
this Peace and Agreement at Home, which 
is fo pleafing to you in particular, is the 
only way to fecure the Tranquility and 
Profperity of this Nation, both at Home 
and Ahroad And to procure us Succefs and

"Tis doubtlefs an Honour to a Party of 
Men, who have been hitherto Efteem’d as 
Malecontents, that the Demands they make, 
Chime in fo Naturally with the General 
Good ; that when a Reétifi'd Judgment 
comes to Govern the Publick Adfairs, in 
que% of proper Meafures for that Good, 
thofe Demands come to be Granted of 
Courfle. 

You have in thefe Witz Meafures of the 
Government, a real Vittory, as I may call 
it ; all that Perfecution , you Complain’d 
of in former Reigns, has been Condemn’d 
as Heterodox and Unchriftian, even by that 
very Church that Perfecuted you ; and is 
Buried ia a Legal and Parliamentary Tole- 
ration. 

All the Attempts made upon this Tole- 
ration, either to Overthrow or Enervate 
it, either to diffolve it in Formor Effea, 
are blown up by their own Powder ; they 
are fallen like Dagex before the Ark of God 
—— They are Fallen, are Fallen; and it 
your own Sins or Misbehaviour, do not, 
as I hope they will not, give Reafon to re- 
vive them, will never rife more. 

You have farther feen, Gentlemen, that 
the Church of England, as a Church, and 
Abftratted from the Influence and Conduét- 
of Degenerate Princes, Powerful Parties, 
and other Unhappy Byafling Circumfan- 
ces ; is not inits Nature and Conftitution 
Enclin’d to Perfecute you, or render you 
Uneafie, buc is willing and content your 
fhould Eajoy that Liberty of Confcience 
you delire, aid which the Law ha:, with ker 
Confenr, Eftablifh’d. 

You have feen all thefe things, I haps, 
very much to your Satisfa€lion ; and L 
doubt not, bat you will ia Time {ce this 
Nation once again Proiper, under the Go- 
vernment and Powerful Influence of 
PEACE. 

AsI have premifed all thefe things, ra- 
ther to Prefent then to che World thus Col. 
ieéted, than to call themto your Mind, 

Fo, 
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for 1 hope you never forget them, nor will 
furet to Inftruét your Pofterity, in the 
Scnce and Remembrance of them; fo Gen- 
tleinen, I am a moft Earneft and Humble 
Petitioner, to the wbole Body of Diffen- 
ters in England, in the Confequence of all 
this Matter, to accept from me but one 
‘thort Word of Advice. 

My-Exhortations hall all be as Concif: as 
poffible, for! know Mankind does not Love 
Importunities, they are not eafieto be too 
mnuch Dire&ed ; and it may be, may not 
think me Qualifi'd to Inftru& them ; and 
{yo may be prejudic’d againft it that way. 

But be that as it will, my Humble and 
(hort Advice, to the whole Body of the Dif- 
fentersinthis Nation, is Comprehended in 
one Word,
